RUMORS OF PEACE 
DRIVE BY GERMANS 
ARE BASED ON FACT 


Washington, 
Aug. 
27 — Germany 
hopes to negotiate an early peace that 
will give lier an opportunity to re-or­ 
ganize her resources for another great 
war for world domination. 
This statement was made 
to 
the 
United Presa today by a high entente 
diplomatic authority. 
He held that 
reports of a coming Germany 
peace 
offensive are not idle 
rumors, 
but 
rather a portion of a well laid scheme 
of the Prussian war lords to attempt 
to bring a cessation of hostilities. 
Diplomatic advices 
recently 
have 
frequently quoted German reference 
to the possibility of a truce 
in 
the 
west, and of the after the war 
am­ 
bitions af the military party. 
One of 
the boldest statements to reach 
en­ 
tente hands is that of Austrian Deputy 
Vichtl, leading member of the German 
radical party in the reischstag in an 
address at Vindish Feistvita. 
Cable reports of his speech quote 
him as favoring such a close alliance 
between Germany and Austria 
that 
the two powers would be one political­ 
ly, socially, economically, and for mil­ 
itary purposes. 
He would also crush 
the Czecho-Slovaks divide the Jugo 
Slavs, and then launch a gigantic war 
to subdue America and 
Germanize 
Asia.

Proof that Xenia’s new fire truck is 
just twice as fast as the old horse- 
drawn apparatus, was given Monday 
afternoon when the first official test of 
the newly equipped* department was 
conducted by City Manager Riddle. 
Running from the Upper House on 
an alarm turned in from Box 53 on 
Cincinnati avenue, near the Hooven & 
Allison Cordage Company, the 
fire 
truck, driven by Fireman 
Charles 
Mahanna was just beaten two seconds 
by the hose wagon driven by Fire­ 
man Ed. EHsberry, from the Lower 
House, a distance just half as great. 
Th? time of the wagon from the time 
the alarm was sent in until it arrived 
at the box was just two minutes and 
38 seconds and the big truck arrived 
at the box just two minutes and 40 
seconds, a difference of' two seconds 
in the time. The heavy ladder wagon 
from the Upper 
House, 
driven 
by 
Fireman Aaron Turner arrived a t the 
box in just 5 minutes and IO seconds. 
The firemen, while knowing that an 
alarm would be sent in some time dur­ 
ing the afternoon, did not know the 
exact time or from what box it would 
be sent. When the alarm came in they I 
exerted themselves to the utmost to 
make a record run and is thought that 
the run made by the wagons at least is I 
an example of their supreme effort. 
The distance from the Upper House 
to the box is 5,400 feet, which repre­ 
sents the distance the truck had to 
run, while the Lower House is just 
about 2,500 feet from the box, or less 
than half the distance. 
The fact that 
the truck arrived just two seconds af­ 
ter the wagon is proof that it had to 
travel twice as fast to cover twice the 
distance in practically the same time. 
These figures are borne out by 
the 
time of the ladder wagon which com­ 
pleted the distance as the truck in a 
little over twice the same time, both 
giving proof that the truck is twice 
as fast the wagons 
The time of the truck shows that it 
developed a speed of about 25 
miles 
an hour. It is geared to do 30 miles, 
however, and it is thought that it will 
develop that speed when the stiff­ 
ness is worked out of it in a few trial. 
runs. 
The fact that the driver was 
unaccompanied and had to work the 
riren and run the machine both, while 
still unaccustomed to it, 
is another 
cause for the belief that the truck can 
beat that time- 
Fireman Mahanna 
had 
the 
new 
truck 
opened 
up 
when 
he 
came 
through the business section and of­ 
fered the first opportunity to many 
people to see the machine doing 
its 
best. He had difficulty because of the 
railroad tracks on the Cincinnati pike, 
but after passing them came to the 
box at full speed. 
The wagon was 
almost to the box when th'e truck ap­ 
peared in sight but it was only lead­ 
ing by IOO yards when it came to a 
stop. 
The test was very satisfactory to 
City Manager Riddle and other offi­ 
cials. who think they have proven now 
that the truck is capable of reaching 
all parts of the city from the Upper 
House equally as well and better in 
some cases than the wagons from cimi­ 
er house.

Two more interesting letters have 
been received from Sergeant Paul Ev­ 
ers, with the 330th Infantry in France 
fby relatives here. 
“Having some time traveling about. 
France is not such a beautiful coun­ 
try as England. 
The beautiful parks 
and homes that we saw in England 
are not so plentiful here. We all seem 
to like the French people much more 
than we did the English. 
The cli­ 
mate here from what little we have 
experienced so far is much warmer 
than in England. The nights we sport \ 
in England were very chilly. Haven’t | 
received any mail since landing on 
this side of the Atlantic.” 
Another letter is dated July 14. It , 
follows:

“We are finally permanently locat- ! 
ed. I am sending some views of the j 
small village that is to be for some I 
time our hanging out place. 
The vil- ; 
lagers are very nice and friendly to- I 
ward the American soldiers. 
They 
are making great effort and sacrifice 
for our comfort. 
“How I wish I could have had some 
French in my school days. 
Around 
in this district we don’t run across 
any inhabitants who can talk English 
and when we meet any one who wants 
to be friendly and who wishes to talk 
to us, all we can do is smile and nod 
our heads or say, ‘Oui or ‘non, Je ne 
eomprends pas’. Our vocabulary of 
French so far is very limited. The 
French people speak so fast that it is 
very hard to learn anything by lis­ 
tening to them. All the boys are try ­ 
ing though, to learn French. We have 
several fellows in the company who 
can speak it very well. 
“To day was a great French holi­ 
day. F company is still out in front as 
the best company in the division. We 
paraded today at a large city several 
miles from here. 
Soldiers from a 
half dozen nations were on hand and 
our company was the only group of 
American* in the big shows. This day’s 
celebration was a big thing and we 
spent the last few days fn polishing un 
in preparation. 
An enormous crowd 
was on hand, many generals and criti­ 
cal officers of ah ranks, so we had to 
do our best. 
Especially because our 
company was picked from thousands 
and on this day we had the honor to 
represent the U. S. A. I think every 
fellow tried to do his best so conse­ 
quently we made a big hit with Urn 
crowd. 
The general and 
all 
other 
Americans present were very proud of 
us. 
After the celebration was over 
and as we were marching through the 
streets the people flocked about us 
like small kids flock around one of 
Ringling Bros.’ big cureuses 
We had 
planned to spend the day in this city 
and all the fellows were greatly dis­ 
appointed in not being able to. We 
w ere only there for a few minutes af­ 
ter the parade was over, then we came 
hack here. 
“I am feeling as well as usual. Hope 


papa has finally gotten back to the 
best of health. Suppose everyone else 
is O. K. The climate here for this time 
of the year is almost the 
same 
as 
around Xenia. There is no tobacco to 
be bought in this town. 
Over here 
this was about the only inconvenience 
we run into. 
For some time all the 
fellows were dying for a chew or 
smoke, but now every one is happy for 
every five days we are issued chewing 
and smoking (free of charge). Yester­ 
day we got paid for th« first 
time 
since we left Camp Sherman. We will 
get our money regularly from now on. 
Haven’t received any mail yet on this 
side of the Atlantic. I suppose Leo is 
getting home about every 
Sunday. 
Haven’t heard anything of Joe, but am 
almost certain he 
came across the 
same time we did.”
